allies are ' not considered. Mondell 
stated that victory 
notes totalling 


abftut $4,500,000 can not he paid 
without increased taxes <and should 
be changed to long term obligations. 


Mondell outlined the general views 


of the republican leaders iind told 
of itihe efforts to frame revenue pol- 
icies. A general agreement was ex- 
pected to be reached to make a big 
slack in appropriation bills which 
Mondell said is essential to reduce 
taxes. 


T-hese reductions are expected to 


be made in the army, navy and sun- 
dry civil appropriation bills which 
are said to estimate *a total of 
$935,000,000 in excess of the cur- 
rent appropriations.
